Place the roller in the 
brackets with the shade rolled up, for 
the roller must have play between the 
brackets. If it is necessary to 'strength- 
en the spring, 'draw the shad down a 
few revolution*, remove the roller 
from the brackets, roll up the shade 
and then replace. 


An old shade should be rolled up 


by hand. Remove it from the sockets 
and place the cap end on the floor. 
With fingers or pliers slowly wind 
the protruding bit of metal. If you 
get tired before it becomes tight, the 
two small 'metal safety catches will 
click into5 place and hold the spring 
while you rest. Be cautious about too 
tight winding which will break the 
spring beyond repair. Wind a spring 
too tightly and the curtain runs up 
with a flap. When the spring is prop- 
erly wound the safety Catches some- 
times require a little help in slipping 
back to do their task of holding. A 
nail or similar object will urge them 
into place. 


Brackets 'are 
sometimes 
put up 


wrong and should be turned or fasten- 
ed more securely. When a shade has 
ripped off from the roller it may be 
tacked back. 


Paint for Faded Shades 


Faded shades need a coat of white 


shellac applied to both sides. It will 
give them a new mellow color, soft to 
the eyes and entirely suitable. To 
darken the color of an old shade use 
orange shellac. The result is a light 
mahogany .color. To give the shade 
a new color, use flat wall paint that 
has been .well thinned with turpen- 
tine, or mineral spirit. Light colors 
are always .preferable. Both sides of 
the shade may be painted.

cloth or waterproof 
chintz.

Rates for parity payments under the 


.941 Triple-A program have been an- 
nounced, according to information re- 
ceived by Oliver L. Adams, county 
agent from J. B. Daniels, State ad- 
ministrative officer for the Triple-A. 
With determination of the payment 
rates, farmesr of the county can now 
estirtiate the amount they can earn 
through full participation in the 1941 
program, Mr. Adams said. 


Parity payments, based on the nor- 


mal yield on the allotted acreages, will 
ae made at the rate of 1.38 cents per 
pound for cotton; 10 cents per bushel 
Eor wheat; 9 cents per bushel for rice; 
.6 cents per pound for flue-cured 
tobacco; .2 cents per pound for fire- 
cured tobacco. Farmers who partici- 
pate in the 1941 AAA program and 
plant within the farm acreage allot- 
ments of these crops are eligible to 
receive payments at these rates, Mr. 
Adams said. 


In addition to parity payments, co- 


operating farmers will receive con- 
servation payments based on normal 
yields of the farm acreage allotments. 
As announced several months ago, 
conservation payments for 1941 will be 
1.37 cents a pound for cotton, 8 cents 
a bushel for wheat; 2.475 cents a bus- 
hel for rice; and .8 cent a pound for 
hurley tobacco. 


Farmers may also earn payments 


under the Triple-A program for car- 
rying out approved soil-building prac- 
tices up to the maximum allowance'for 
the^farm. Information,, on, sojl-tyujld-v 
ing' practices" for Hempstead county 
was explained in meetings over the 
county for the signing of farm plan 
sheets.

Setup for Unhappy Mediation Board 


WASHINGTON — Oh, the life of a 


member of the new National Defense 
Mediation Board is not a merry one, 
as the 11 men and most of their 11 
alternates have discovered. 


When the board first met, a week 


after it was appointed, it conducted 
routine organization and then optimis- 
tically adjourned for two weeks and 
two days, waiting for the first case 
to be certified to it by the Labor De- 
partment.

These Vegetables Look Well 
Growing in Flower Garden 
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A Formal Garden Can Be Attractively Planted with 


Vegetables ancl Flowers.

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If the only space you have to grow 1 


vegetables this year is your flower 
garden, here is a suggestion: There 
are many vegetables with orna- 
mental top growth that should en- 
title them to a place in the flower 
garden, which may thus serve a 
two-fold purpose. 


Some of these vegetables with 


highly ornamental tops include 
asparagus, carrots, beets, Swiss 
chard, eggplant, mustard, parsley, 
peppers and parsnips, all of which 
may easily be grown from seed. 


While radishes may not be con- 


sidered ornamental, they may be 
added to the list because they grow 
so quickly. Sow the seeds of rad- 
ishes and carrots in the same row. 
Sow beets thick in the row and dur- 
ing the thinning process, pull the 
smaller ones and cook them, tops 
and all. 


Of course you will need a few 


onions for flavoring. Plant the little 
onion sets. 
Set them close togeth- 


er in the row and about two or two- 
and-on^-half inches deep. 
These 


very quickly make the little green 
onions. 


If you have room, one or two 


short rows of wax or stringless 
greenpod bush beans will provide 
enough of them for the needs of an 
average family. 


Between the rows of vegetables 


may be planted flowering annuals 
and as the vegetables are removed, 
replace them with quick-growing 
annuals from seed, such as alys- 
sum, ageratum, candytuft, calen- 
dula, celosia, godctia, African mari- 
golds, petunias, zinnias, etc. 


Ey such a combination planting 


you will achieve beauty with econ- 
omy, have plenty of flowers for 
cutting, and fresh table vegetables, 
than which there are »one more 
delicious.

To adopt that policy and 
formulate its rules of procedure were 
the two things the board hoped would 
come out of this meeting—if it could 
just find time off from its practice 
long enough to establish principles.

In the last war, in addition to a 


National War Labor Board, parallel- 
ling the present National Defense Me- 
diation Board, there was a War La- 
bor Policies Board. This board set 
up standards of working conditions, 
like the 8-hour day, many of which 
are now accepted provisions of exist- 
ing labor law. In return for these 
guarantees in the last war, organized 
labor agreed that there should be 
no strikes during the war, and did 
not extend 
organizational 
activities 


to plants where there were no unions. 


Leaders Divided 


Whether concessions such as these 


could be obtained from labor today is 
extremely doubtful. If it came to a 
showdown, official Washington would 
probably split right down the mid- 
dle. 


Congress apparently would be in de- 


cided favor of limiting the powers of 
unions for the duration of the em- 
ergency. The administration side of 
government, insofar as it has shown its 
hand, favors riding on labor law and 
labor adminisU'ation as now consti- 
tuted. In other words, keep the so- 
called Wagner act the fair labor stand 
ards law, wages and hours guarantees, 
N. L. R. B. and the existing machinery 
of the Labor Department, including 
Conciliation Service backed up by the 
National Defense Mediation Board. 


In the last war, there were only

Labor Board's powers. Western Un- 
ion, declining to comply with a board 
order that it cease 
discrimination 


against union men, was ordered taken 
over by the Postoffice Department 
for the duration, through a presi- 
dential decree. The Bridgeport case 
and Smith & Wesson case, in which 
employes 
in the former and 
em- 


ployes in the latter refused to abide 
by board decisions, were 
likewise 


threatened 
with government seizure 


and operation. All three complied with 
the boaicl before the orders could be 
put into effect.
